Indication* Folut to tife Olose of the War In 


the East—Powers Concerned. 


It is announei that a step in the di- 


rection of peace actually h<s been 
taken. 
Ru£sia has indirectly made 


known to Japan the negative condi- 
tions upon which peace icay be con- 
cluded, namely, no cession of territory 
and no indemnity, 1' aving Japan to de- 
termine whether negotiations can be 
begun upon that basis. No reply from 
Japan has yet reached the Russian gov- 
ernment. 


The above represents practically all 


the fajts obtainable. Through what 
channels Russia has indirectly commu- 
nicated with Japan the correspondents 
are not in a position to state definitely, 
although there is resson to believe 
that U is through the United States. 
It is practically certain that France 
and possibly Great Britain is the two 
all'es of the belligerents and the United 
States as the country acting for Japan 
have been apprised of Russia's position. 


Tuesday night's rumors that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt had tendered his good 
offices to both parties are incorrect. 
The president's friendly disposition 
and perfect willingness to undertake 
to open negotiations, however, are 
well understood, and without asking 
directly that they be communicated to 
Japan Russia could make known to 
President Rooscvalt throwghtAmbS66a- 
dor Casaini the conditions to which 
she could not agree while thus giving 
Japan an opportunity of knowing offi- 
cially what the lasis of the peace ne- 
gotiations must be. 


Russia avoids the attitude of suing 


for peace, or actually submitting pro- 
posals and besides places the United 
States and Great Britain and the pow- 
ers generally in a position where ttey 
could offer Japan advice as to the 
reasonableness of the proposed basis. 


Having been apprised of Russia's po- 


sition Japan has two alternatives, 
either to decline absolutely to open 
negotiations on such a basis or indi- 
cate her own attitude. It the nego- 
tiations are opened Russia probably 
will be prepared to make broad con- 
cessions on collateral issues.

and (hat decision seemed to have so 
settled a:i disputes that that date was 
universally accepted except by the 
Greek church. 
While this date was 


never changed, the reckoning of it is 
made according to the Gregorian cal- 
endar, which was adopted in the latter 
part of the sixteenth century, and up- 
on which computations of time in near- 
ly all civilized nations have since rest- 
ed.—American Queen.

o*l of Growing Mnslirooma. 


The little busy bee lias had a less 


conspicuous place in our hall of fame 
for insects since we have come to 
know more of tbe sterling qualities and 
great intelligence which are attributes 
of the ants. Professor J. R. Ainsworth 
Davis gives proofs of their right to our 
applause. He says: "In tropical Amer- 
leu the traveler in their native region 
often sees thousands of ants marching 
Iii column of route, each holding In its 
powerful jaws a piece of green leaf 
about the size of n sixpence. 
These 


they take to their nests. The material 
Is used as an elaborate sort of mush- 
room culture, requiring much more 
skill and intelligence than that in 
which human beings engage. 
The 


mushroom grower sets spawn in the 
beds he prepares, but the ant docs 
not need ty ilo this. The desired spawn 
soon makes its appearance ill the 
chewed leaf. But in its natural state 
it is inedible and must undergo careful 
treatment before it yields the mush- 
room which the ant desires. The nec- 
essary work is done by n special caste 
of gardener aiils. These weed out ob- 
noxious germs, etc., and, pruning off 
the tips of the threads, prevents them 
from growing into the air and produc- 
ing useless toadstools. As a result of 
this the threads swell- into innumer- 
able little rounded white thickenings, 
eacli of which is about one-fiftieth of 
an inch across. It is these which are 
the mushroums. These curious bodies 
constitute the sole food of the ant—or, 
nt any rale, the chief food."
